August 27 and return them

head offices, and agents along the 
line have received the same circu­ 
lar. 
The Chicago & Alton and roads 
operating in one state will not be 
affected by the new ruling, as

interstate in its scope, and neither 
will the roads operating in the east­ 
ern section of the 'country be 
in­ 
volved in the matter, but those run ­ 
ning through the west and southwest 
will be obliged to withdraw the pas­

“The railroads are not to blame 
and it is hard on some of them, for 
the land agents have aided the roads 
by selling thousands of acres of land 
and so helped in the development of 
I the country through which the roads 
I run. 
The agents are not saying a 
J great deal about it, for there seems 
I to be nothing to say. It is a law made 
fat W ashington by the people’s repre­ 
sentatives, and there is nothing but 
j to accept it with 
good grace as 
I may be. 
| 
“ I think it is a good thing for the 
I railroads and for the legitimate real 
; estate dealer“ said a prominent real 
> estate dealer. “The new law will in 
all probability put an end to some of 
those who are doing land agent busi­ 
ness as a side issue and hold passes 
more for use when they want to trav­ 
el to see after their own interests 
than when doing a regular business 
that helps the railroads and adds to 
i the development of the country. In 
ja sense we are employed by the rail­ 
roads anyway. Every month we are 
oblig ed to show what business wTe 
ha ve done, not merely to say ‘we 
| took so and so many people to such 
J a p la ce,’ but we must report how 
j m uch la nd has been sold. For those
